Steinberg, confused at the sudden 
attack and smarting from a wound in 
the shoulder, is believed to have blind- 
ly plunged out the office window in an 
effort to escape. The confusion caused 
by his fall to the street and the vol- 
ley of shots caused such crowds to 
gather that police reserves were called 
out. 

Cohen was unable to rise from his 
chair before he was pinned there with 
a bullet wound in the back. He said 
Bernstein chased Herskowitz out into 
the corridor when the former tried to 
escape from the range of his gun. 

Who owned the property over which 
the dispute is supposed to have started 
police also were unable to discover. 
They did find that two summonses and 
complaints in a supreme court action 
had been filed in connection with it. 

Sarah Bloom, stenographer for the 
firm, who was in the office at the time, 
was questioned by the police, but in 
her excitement she was unable to give 
them ‘a coherent story.

Dutch Delegate Would 
Fill Dangerous Gaps 
in the Covenant. 


WOULD HAVE GENEVA 
PROTOCOL REVISED 


Warsaw, Holding Latter Pact 
Too Complicated, Puts 
Forth New Plan. 


Geneva, Switzerland, Sept. 6 (A.P.).— 
A concerted attempt to revise the “Ge- 
neva protocol” stands forth as a possi- 
bility in the League of Nations assem- 
bly tonight. Jonkheer Beelaerts van 
Bloklands, Netherland’s foreign minis- 
ter, introduced a resolution today call- 
ing for a revival of the principles of 
this protocol, with the serious discus- 
sion thereof, to the end that an at- 
tempt be made finally to outlaw war by 
filling’ in those dangerous gaps in the 
league covenant, which “unfortunately 
do not absolutely remove war from the 
world’s horizon.” 

Despite the assertion of Sir Austen 
Chambeslain, British secretary, that the 
Polish plan for a general pact of non- 
aggression had been rejected, Poland 
appears determined to push forward 
her idea of proposing a general pact 
whereby the nations would solemnly 
engage themselves to undertake no war 
of aggression, and, above all, bind them- 
selves not to help any aggressor power 
which provoked war. 

The Polish spokesman informed the 
Associated Press correspondent that, al- 
though his country’s resolution was not 
yet written, it would be based on the 
ideas of the Geneva protocol, which 
Jonkheer Beelaerts van Bloklands told 
the assembly he wanted revised, name- 
ly, arbitration, security and disarma- 
ment. 

Deemed Too Impracvical. 

The Geneva protocol was fashioned 
by the assembly in 1924, after five 
weeks’ struggle in a kind of ecstatic 
atmosphere, which later at Locarno 
produced happier results, as this proto- 
col, deemed too impracticable in that 
stage of the world’s political progress, 
was never accepted by the governments, 
That protocol was created largely 
through the efforts of the British Labor 
government and M. Herriot’s left bloc 
government of France, which was in 
power at that period. 

The conviction of Poland and the 
Netherlands is that the league must 
keep a bulldog grip on the problem of 
peace through arbitration, security and 
disarmament, and never let go, else the 
world can have no assurance that war 
has been banished as a destroyer of 
mankind. 

It is believed that numerous others 
of the smaller powers will rally to the 
standard of Poland and the Nether- 
lands. 

In his talk with the British Journal- 
ists, Sir Austen Chamberlain expressed 
the opinion that the league covenant 
and the Locarno accords provides suf-

Heard in Clouds,

flying in the clouds over Cape Race.

Bearings Given to Plane. 

Halifax, Nova Scotia, Sept. 6 (A.P.).— 
Averaging slightly above“N0 miles an 
hour, the monoplane Old Glory, which 
left Old Orchard, Me., at 12:23, Eastern 
standard time today, passed over Nova 
Scotia for several hours this afternoon. 
First appearing near Digby, on the Bay 
of Fundy coast, the plane left Nova 
Scotia, headed for Newfoundland, at 
6 o’clock, Eastern standard tire. 
Bridgeport, near North Sydney, where 
the plane left the Nova Scotian coast, 
is not far from the spot where Lind- 
bergh took last leave of Nova Scotia 
on his fiilght to Paris. 

Evidence that ‘he Old Glory’s wire- 
less was working as satisfactorily as its 
motor was received in a wireless mes- 
sage from St. Pauls Island stating that 
the plane had twice talked to the oper- 
ator there and received bearings. At 
5:51 the course as given by St. Pauls 
Island was 191 degrees from the true 
north. The Old Glory, at 6:10, again 
asked for bearings and her course was 
then 158% degrees from true north. 

The last point in Nova Scotia to re- 
port sighting the plane was New 
Waterford, where the plane was seen 
headed northeast over the Gulf of St. 
Lawrence. This course would take it 
on almost a straight line for Cape Race, 
N. F., about 300 miles away. 


Seen by Hundreds. 


The Old Glory, carrying Lloyd Ber- 
taud, James D. Hill and Philip Payne, 
New York editor, was seen by hundreds 
all along the route. The fliers fol- 
lowed the Nova Scotia shore of the Bay 
of Fundy to Cape Split, on Minas Basin, 
where they crossed over to Parrsboro. 
then following the north 
Cobequid Bay to’Truro. 
From Truro the plane followed the 
course of the main highway to New 
Glasgow, thence to the Northumberland 
Strait shore and due east to Arisaig, 
where it was sighted at 5 o’clock. There 
the Old Glory flew so low that its 
name and identification marks were 
easily read by those on the ground. 
The next reports came from Baddeck, 
where the plane was seen by many as 
it flew up the Bras d’Or Lakes. That 
it was making fast time was evident 
when a report came that the plane had 
left the Nova Scotia coast at Bridge- 
port, more than 100 miles from Arisaig 
in a straight line, an hour after passing 
Arisaig. 

Perfect weather prevailed throughout 
the province and there was almost per- 
fect visibility. 

Radio to Mrs, Bertaud. 


Portland, Maine, Sept. 6 (A.P.).—A 
radio message from Lloyd Bertaud, one 
of Old Glory’s pilots, to his wife at 
Old Orchard, was picked up at 4 o’clock 
Eastern standard time by J. Brenner, 
chief radio officer in charge of Cape 
Elizabeth Naval Station. It read: 

“The ship is heavy, making 100 miles 
an hour. Everything going fine. About

Automobile manufacturers of the 
| United States, with the exception of 


| Henry Ford, have united their forces 


to bring about a repeal in the next 
congress of the 3 per cent excise tax 
on new automobiles 7 

Mr. Ford's attitude is reported to be 


favorable to the movement but he has 
not definitely aligned himself with 
the other manufacturers in their 
trade organization, the Nationai Auto- 


mobile Chamber of Commerce, which is | 


directing the tax reduction program. 

In addition, the motor makers also 
favor a reduction in the corporation 
income tax rate. They would like to 
see it cut to 10 per cent, if the 
Treasury's prospective condition would 
warrant it. But first of all they want 
removal of the 3 per cent tax on their 
preiiurct. 

In this stand the automobile manu- 
faceurers nave been formally joined 
the American Automobile Associa- 
tion, the Jargest national organization 
of automobile owners. 

Both the A. A. A. and the ‘National 
Automobile Chamber of Commerce are 
actively attempting at the present 
time to win support for their joint 
program. One of the steps taken by 
the A. A. A. has been the compilation 
of a sort of tax catechism, so far as 
this particular levy is concerned, which 
in a pamphlet 
bearing the association’s official seal. 
It is captioned: “The Discriminatory 
War Motor Excise Tax, a Tax Levied 
in 1917 for War Purposes, the Burden 
of Which to Date Has Amounted to 
$1,060,000,000. The Only Remaining 
War Tax on Transportation. It Should 
Be Repealed.” 


Public Sentiment Sought. 


In order to create public sentiment 
for the program, especially among 
motorists, it is intended to circulate 
many thousands of these pamphlets 
where they will do the most good 
Upon this project the automobile 
manufacturers look with favor. In a 
recent bulletin to its members—which 
include virtually all the manufacturers 
except Ford, the Ghamber says: 

“The American Automobile Associa- 
tion has asked the National Automobile 
Chamber of Commerce to cooperate 
with it and other motor organizations 
in urging Congress to repeal the re- 
maining discriminatory war excise taxes 
now levied by the Federal Government 
on passenger automobiles.

James DeWitt Hill, copilot and co- 
navigator of Old Glory, the New York- 
to-Rome plane, was born in Scottdale, 
March 2, 1885, the son of Scotch- 


His boyhood was marked by a “bent” 
for things mechanical. His first indi- 
cation of a hankering after the air was 
given when he took a tablecloth from 
his mother, and, with this rigged out 
as a parachute, jumped from the barn 
roof. Although the “parachute” did 
not perform its expected function, Hill 
was not injured, 

Hill began his college education at 
Lafayette shortly after the Wright 
brothers had made their first flight, 
and when he did not get in college the 
sort of studies he thought would pre- 
pare him for a flying career, he quit. 
Later he went to Cornell, taking up 
mechanical engineering. Ill health 
forced Hill to quit Cornell, and he re- 
turned to Scottdale, to work as an 
| automobile engineer. 

Stil. interested in flying, Hill went to 

Cleveland to see Glenn Curtiss’ plane on 
exhibition. This resolved him and he 
began definitely to fit himself for 
flying. In 1910, while in Portland, 
Oreg., Hill met Charlie Hamilton at a 
county fair, and every day he went 
back to watch Hamilton fly. From this 
time on, Hill studied aviation, and even 
Hamilton’s death in a crash did not 
deter him. 
To bring back his health, Hill took 
grant of 160 acres of land and home- 
| steaded for eighteen months. This re- 
stored his health and he went to North 
Island, near San Diego, Calif., and 
learned to fiy at the Glenn ‘Curtiss 
School. He later took a course in fly- 
ing seaplanes at Hammondsport, Ind. 

When the World War broke, and un- 
til the end of 1919, Hill was an in- 
| structor in flying at various fields. Two 
of his students were Lieut. Macready, 
who made the first’ cross-continent 
| flight with Lieut. Kelly, and Lieut.

A year later, he he- 
came city edjtor of the Hudson (N. J.) 
Despatch. B;fore he was 29 years old, 
he assumed the managing editorship of 

the New York Daily News. In 1925 he 
joined the Hearst organization. He has 
been twice married.

DOLE FLIERS SOUGHT 
OVER 350,000 MILES 


Ocean Search Made by 53 
Ships and Squadrons of 
Airplanes. 


With the calling off of the search 
of the Pacific for the Dole race fliers, 
the Navy Department announced that 
53 ships and squadrons of airplanes had 
explored about 350,000 square miles in 
their futile effort. 

The ships and planes, according to 
the department, traveled 157,956 miles, 
and consumed 3,444,000 gallons of fuel. 
This was 112,655 miles and 3,082,550 
gallons in excess of their scheduled Op- 
erations. 

According to the report of Admiral 
R. H. Jackson, battle fleet commander, 
who directed the search, the aircraft 
carrier Langley and the aircraft tender 
Aroostook steamed 4,279 miles and con- 
sumed 307,050 gallons of fuel, and their 
planes flew 9,000 miles and consumed 
/ 3,100 gallons of gasoline.

AY GOV. ED JACKSON 


Did Not, He Writes, Tender 
$10,000 for Appointment 
of Prosecutor. 


Indianapolis, Sept. 6 (A.P.).—Govy. 
Ed Jackson, in a letter to Boyd Gurley, 
editor of the Indianapolis Times, today 
denied that he had offered former Gov, 
Warren T. McCray $10,000 and immu- 
mity from conviction in the county 
courts on forgery charges if he would 
name James E. McDonald as Marion 
County prosecutor. The offer was al- 
leged, to have been made in 1923. 

The alleged offer was made, accord- 
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ing to published accounts, after Will- 
iam P. Evans, Marion County prosecu- 
tor, had resigned following the indict- 
ment of McCray, his father-in-law. The 
stories said McCray had declined the 
offer, although much in need of money, 
and had named William H. Remy, the 
present prosecutor. 

Gov. Jackson, in his letter to Gurley, 
said he, then secretary of State, had 
asked McCray to name McDonald at the 
request of Bishop H. H. Fout, of the 


United Brethren Church. He said he- 


had no personal interest in the matter 
and dropped it when McCray informed 
him that he had Remy under conisdera- 
tion. Jackson said the charges show- 
ed flow “an innocent transaction” 
could be misinterpreted. i 
Inquiry by Grand Jury. 

The Marion County grand jury, 
which has been investigating charges 
of political corruption in Indiana, is 
understood to have inquired into the 
alleged offer. McCray, who was released 
from Federal Penitentiary at Atlanta, 
Ga., last week, has refused to discuss 
the matter. 

Gov. Jackson made public his letter 
to Gurley following a conference with 
Robert I. Marsh, his former law part- 
ner and once close friend of D. C. 
Stephenson, former grand dragon of the 
Ku Klux Klan. Stephenson, with 
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Thomas Adams, Vincennes publisher, 
made the charges of political graft 
which started the present grand jury 


investigation. One angle of the pub- 
lished reports was that Marsh, follow- 
ing the visit of Jackson with McCray, 
introduced Stephenson to James W. 
Noel, McCray’s attorney, to whom the 
alleged offer was renewed. 

Questioned concerning the possibility 
of legal action for redress in connection 
with the published stories, Gov, Jack- 
son refused to eomment.

from 70,000 to 60,000 men.

Those who so far have been unable to accept 
the Darwinian theory find nothing in Sir 
Arthur’s paper to change their views. A ten- 
vear scientific holiday would make no differ- 
ence, for what is needed is irrefutable proof, 
to obtain which no one can tell how much more 
research will be necessary.

DEPARTMENTAL PRACTITIONERS, 

The Treasury Department considers that its 
“bar” is larger than that of any court In the 
country. To entitle one to admission to the 
roster of the Treasury Department as an at- 
torney at law, or an attorney in the 
applicant must furnish proof that he is of good 
moral character and that he is in position to 
render value received for such compensation 
as he may be paid. It is not necessary that a 
member of the Treasury bar shall be an attor- 
ney at law. But he is held to a course of ac- 
tion ethically and professionally as high as is 
required by the courts. 

A committee on enrollment and disbarment 
in the department passes upon the application 
of any agent or attorney. The chairman of 
this enrollment committee is S. R. Jacobs, who 
reports that during the last six years, which 
covers the period during which the present 
rules have been in force, there have been ad- 
mitted to the rolls 19,925 applicants. In ad- 
dition to this army there are the names of 
some 8,600 attorneys who were listed prior 
to 1921. During the six years since that date 
343 applications have been rejected. 

Treasury practice, in connection with like 
activities in the other departments, especially 
the Interior Department, has afforded oppor- 
tunities for scores of men, many of them for- 
mer members of Congress, to establish them- 
selves in lucrative employment. The fact that 
Congress has recognized that during the last 
ten years millions of dollars have been ille- 
gally collected from taxpayers, and has taken 
steps to return many of those millions, has 
served to open up a field for the activities of 
many congressional “lame ducks.’’ It 
be difficult to ascertain just how many mem- 
bers of the Treasury bar belong to this class, 
but a majority of those who open offices ‘for 
the practice of law in Washington” find this 
kind of practice pleasant and profitable. 

Many former employes of the ‘Treasury, 
after having acquired valuable knowledge of 
departmental procedure, resign and form con- 
nections that bring them before the depart- 
ment as advocates. But these attorneys are 
not admitted to practice until a certain time 
has elapsed after they have separated them- 
selves from the service. 

Departmental practice has changed materi- 
ally in recent years. Following the Civil War 
Washington was filled with hundreds of ‘‘pen- 
sion agents,’’ many of whom resorted to such 
questionable practices and exacted such ex- 
orbitant fees that Congress was called to the 
rescue. Legislation was enacted which spoiled 
that business. Today in departmental prac- 
tice unprofessional actions meet with prompt 
disbarment.

The heavy losses brought about re- 
organization, and Mr. Armour relin- 
quished active control of the corpora- 
tion’s destinies.

Program Would Be Endan- 
gered, Group Asserts. 


(Associated Press.) 

The proposal of the Chesapeake & 
Ohio to acquire stock control of the 
Erie and Pere Marquette railroads was 
characterized by a group of Chesapeake 
& .Ohio minority stockholders yester- 
day as an effort on the part of O. P. 
and M. J. Van Sweringen and their 
financial associates to set up, at large 
personal profit, an “economically un- 
sound” fourth trunk line system in the 
East. 

In a brief filed with the Interstate 
Commerce Commission the protestants 
contended that such a plan, if ap- 
proved, would destroy present operat- 
ing methods which the commission has 
held to be complete; would be unjusti- 
fied as to cost to the Chesapeake & 
Ohio; would endanger the ultimate 
plan of railroad consolidation, and 
would injure Chesapeake & Ohio stock- 
holders and the public generally. 


Would Not Change Road. 


The minority held that the Chesa- 
peake & Ohio, a large coal-carrying 
railroad, should not be made a general 
trunk line, but should be treated as a 
national asset, having in view its gen- 
eral usefulness to the entire country 
as well as other railroads. 

Seven short-line railroads connecting 
with the Erie and Pere Marquette also 
petitioned the commission yesterday to 
withhold its approval of the proposed 
unification until the Chesapeake & 
Ohio had made adequate provision in 
@ modified application to protect their 
interests. 

Though filed in the name of the 
Chesapeake & Ohio, the minority pro- 
testants declared the Van Sweringens 
and their financial associates were in 
control of that road and had used their 
financial resources ‘‘as a Yrasis of credit 
for acquiring, in large part, the se- 
curities of the Erie and Pere Marquette 
which it is now proposed to sell to the 
Chesapeake & Ohio at large direct and 
indirect personal profit to themselves.” 


See Useful Purpose in Fight. 


Referring to the contention of 
Chesapeake & Ohio counsel that their 
opposition was critical rather than con- 
structive, the minority held that if by 
proper criticism “a transportation blun- 
der may be avoided, their opposition to 


the pending proposal will have served a 


useful purpose.” 

“Interveners do not believe,” the 
brief said, “that it was the intention 
of Congress, or that it is in the public 
interest, that the sentiment in favor of 
consolidation growing out of the adop- 
tion of the transportation act, should 
be permitted to be capitalized by those 
in operating control of the companies 
affected by the pending applications, 
into schemes for private gain or the 
building up of large private fortunes 
through the manipulation of the se- 
curities of railroad companies.” 

The minority brief was filed in be- 
half of George S. Kemp, Granville G. 
Valentine, Lindsay Hopkins, J. Luther 
Moon and Berkeley Williams.

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CALSE OF BLUNIONS. 


EOPLE bunions because the 
bones the feet are built for 
bunions, is the opinion of Dr. J. 
J. Monahan. Dr. Monahan has been 
saying this for all of ten years, and, 
what's more, he has made this theory 
the basis of treatment. 


As the result of observation and read- 
ing extending over a number of years I 
am sure the basic notion is altogether 
right. Most of the outgrowths of the 
basic notion are right most of the time. 
The first impulse is to think of a bun- 
ion as a growth on the side of the foot, 
opposite the joint where the toes join 
Most of us never get beyond that no- 
tion, and we spend our time trimming 
off the excess of growth, and maybe we 
wear bunion pads. That’s good enough, 
as far as it goes, but it usually does not 
go far enough.

TO KEEP WELL 


If there is an impulse to look farther, 
we notice that the toes are not straight. 
For that matter, nobody’s toes are 


straight, but the pattern of crookedness | 


in bunions is peculiar to that condition. 


This observation leads to another type | 


of procedure. 


He wears pads 
between the toes to keep the toe bones 
in line with foot bones. Probably he 
reasons further that short, narrow shoes 
have crowded the toe bones out of line, 
and therefore he wears larger, broader 
eahoes.

One out of each ten persons is born 
with these little bony processes which 
cause this spraddling. If this process 
grows in between the joining bones, 
there is a displacement which finally 
results in a bunion. If this projection 
happens to take another slant, the 
bunion does not develop. These projec- 
tions point to the time when man used 
his big toe as a thumb as the Japanese 
still do to some extent. 


Once these little spurs are removed. | 
the bones of the foot can be expected | 
' to get back into line, and when they do 


ithe bunion slowly and quietly folds its 
The sufferer concludes that the toes | e bu wly q y 


tent and steals away. 

Other people accept this basic idea 
that the foot bones spraddle because 
they are pushed apart by bones, but 
they say the pushers are the little sesa- 
moid bones. They remove these and 
cure the bunion. 

Dr, Monahan does not think the sesa- 
moids are ever the pushers. He says 
they merely slip in among the spraddled 
bones after they have been spraddling. 
All-are agreed that spraddling of the 


bones is the basic cause of bunions.

PARIS TO TEAR DOWN | 
LAST COACH DEPOT 


Barn, Near Provision Mar- 
kets, Has Served Nearly 


Four Centuries. 


Paris, Sept. 6 (A.P.).—The last old 
stage-coach, or “diligence,” station of 
Paris is about to be torn down. 

It is an ancient, beamed barn, near 
the big provision markets in the center 
of the city—tso solid that it has served 
for nearly four centuries. It adjoins 
the equally antique “Golden Compass” 
inn, which likewise will give way to 
modern buildings. 

Until a century ago transportation 
was by coach, horseback or afoot. This 
last diligence station housed the 
coaches that ran between Paris and 
Dreux, 50 miles west of here. The 
station housed two diligences and had 
stable room for 20 horses.. Travelers 
put up at.the old auberge adjoining 
the courtyard. The roof is supported 
by a complicated series of pyramids of 
beams, built from drawings by Phili-

3 GRADES SET FORTH 
IN PROPOSED CHANGE 


Hesse Believes Written Tests 
Only Should Count 
50 Per Cent. 


The stamp of approval was set upon 
the proposed plan for promotions in the 
Metropolitan Police Department when 
it was presented to representatives of 
the Civil Service Commission yester- 
day afternoon by officials of the Police 
Department. 

Details of the plan will be worked 
out at conferences by representatives 
of the commission and police officials. 
The first of ‘these conferences will he 


held Friday. The police representatives 
are Maj. Edwin B. “esse and Inspectors 
Henry G. Pratt and William 8S. Shelby. 
Maj. Hesse was unable to attenau the 
conference yesterday. 

The principal revision of the new 
promotion requirements will prohibit 
the “shooting” into a higher office 
overnight of a member of the depart- 
ment. Under the new plan three pro- 
motion grades are set forth from a pri- 
vate to a sergeant, a sergeant to a 
lieutenant and a lieutenant t a cap- 
tain, and a member of the department 
must serve a specified number of years 
in each grade before he is eligible for 
elevation to a higher rank. Nor can 
he skip a rank. 


Writing is Discounted. 


Maj. Hesse also is of the opinion that 
too much emphasis is placed on the 
written examinations for promotions, 
and recommended that the training, 
service and record of an aspirant for 
promotion should count 50 per cent 
and the written examination count the 
same. 

The type of examinations for each 
grade will differ according to the rank 
sought by the aspirant. The questions 
given in these quizes will deal with 
the legal questions and problems which 
would confront the officer, which the 
man aspires to become. Under the law 
governing the Police Department there 
are no examinations for ranks above 
captaincy. 

The details governing the specified 
lengths of service for each rank and 
the examination matter for promotions 
will’ be worked out by the commission 
representatives and the police officials 
The new plan will become effective as 
soon as possible and may be first press- 
ed into service in the pending promo- 
tions resulting from the recent death 
of Inspector and Asst. Supt. Charles A, 
Evans.

Driver of Bus Is Exonerated 
in Death of Woman 
Pedestrian. 


MAN HELD WIFE SLAYER 


The grand jury yesterday returned 
indictments in three homicide cases 
and ignored a charge in one of such cases 
which grew out of a traffic accident. 

Otto Vanderford, employe of the Na- 
val Research Laboratory at Bellevue, 
D. C., was indicted on a charge of man- 
slaughter in connection with the shoot- 
ing of Private Clarence Badgeley, U. 8. 
M. C., on August 22 at 140 C street 


southeast. The deceased, according to 
the evidence, was a bystander during 
a scuffle between Vanderford and Pri- 
vate Charles M. Bennett, U. S. M. C., 
over a pistol held by Vanderford. Ben- 
nett is a brother of: Mrs. Mae Vander- 
ford, wife of the accused, and accord- 
ing to the police, Vanderford had an- 
nounced his intention of shooting his 
wife when her brother came to the 
rescue. Badgeley came in the room 
during the scuffle between Vanderford 
and Bennett, and the first shot from 
the pistol entered his body. The second 
shot went through Bennett’s trouser 
leg. Vanderford and his wife had been 
separated. The maximum penalty for 
manslaughter is fifteen years. There 
ls no minimum. 

Robert Jones, negro, was indicted on 
@ acharge of first-degree murder. He 
is alleged to have slashed the throat 
of Ruth Powell, also colored, at 1341 
Cedar street northwest, on July 23 in a 
jealous rage. 

Harry Offutt, negro, was indicted on 
a charge of first-degree murder. He 
is alleged to have beaten his wife, 
Lucretia Offutt, to death with a stick 
in Pierce court southwest on July 10. 

The grand jury exonerated James G. 
Welch, bus driver, in connection with 
the death of Sarah Epps, of 1447 Florida 
avenue northwest, on July 21. The 
woman was struck by the bus shortly 
after leaving her home to cross the 
street. The names of other persons in- 
dicted and the charges against them 
will be found in the daily legal record 
of The Post. 


UNTIDINESS TO GO ON 
IN DISTRICT BUILDING 


Brooks Holds Forces Insuffi+ 
cient to Keep Municipal 
Structure Neat. 


The mechanical and laboring forces 
of the District Building are insufficient 
to keep the municipal structure tidy 
while they have to work as hard as at 
present and are making alterations to 
crowd offices closer together as con- 
gestion becomes greater.

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HESSE WOULD EASE 
BAN ON FIREWORKS 


Wants Law Liberalized to 
Permit Sale of “‘Harmless 
Nonexplosives.” 


Maj. Edwin B. Hesse, superintendent 
of police, yesterday recommended to the 
Commissioners that the police regula- 
tion forbidding sale of fireworks be 
modified to permit the sale of “harm- 
less nonexplosive fireworks,” such as 
sparklers, snakes, torches, colored fire, 
fountains and flower pots. These have 
been held by the corporation counsel as 
fireworks within the meaning of the 
present law and forbidden. Maj. Hesse 
said in his report: 


“It has been demonstrated that it is 
practically impossible to enforce the 
regulation, even as regards explosive 
fireworks, for obvious reasons. Each 
year numerous individuals set up 
stands on highways leading into the 
District Just beyond the boundary and 
engage openly in the sale of fireworks of 
every description. These stands are pat- 
ronized in the main by reputable citi- 
zens of the District who apparently are 
not in sympathy with the regulation. 

“This départment, in common with a 
vast majority of the citizens of-Wash- 
ington, is entirely in sympathy with the 
so-called safe and sane Fourth of July 
regulation. But I am of the opinion 
that it could be redrafted in such man- 
ner as to permit the use of harmless 
nonexplosive firewqrks and prohibit the 
possession or use of @he explosive va- 
riety.” 


DILUTION OF SEWAGE 
NOW ON SAFER BASIS 


Condition. Better Than far 
several Years, Says Gor- 
don’s Report. 


Dilution of District sewage was on a 
higher basis of safety during the twelve 
months ended June 30 than for several 
years, according to the annual report 
of J. B. Gordon, sanitary engineer, sub- 
mitted yesterday to the Commissioners. 
The report stressed the need of more 
office space and, more emphatically 
still, of additional garage space. 

During the year, 85 contracts were 
completed, representing 97,988 feet of 
sewerage costing $935,065. Sewers con- 
structed totaled 44,088 feet at a cost of 
$239,245. Service sewers serving 1,153 
houses and totaling 113,131 feet were 
built at a cost of $585,976. Other con- 
Struction included 375 stormwater 
catch basins and 246 manholes sin- 
stalled by day labor. 

Total pumpage at all the sewage sta- 
stions was 32,000,000,000 for the year, a 
total daily pumpage of 86,000,000 gal- 
lons, approximately equaling the pre- 
vious year. The total length of. the 
District’s sewage system as of June 30 
was 908 miles, having cost $25,419,- 
055.59,

Edwin B. Hesse summoning all 
men of 55 years and over in the de- 
partment for medical tests with a view 
to retiring some of the men from serv- 
ice were held yesterday in Fire Truck 
Company No. 3 quarters, Fourteenth 
street and Ohio avenue northwest. 

Twenty patrolmen were examined by 
four physicians. The medical examin- 
ers reported that. all were still fit for 
service and that many of those who 
underwent examinations this year were 
in better physical condition than a 
year ago. 

Maj. Hesse declared that at this rate 
candidates for police force appoint- 
ments would have a long walt.

A.C. VANDERBICT ESTATE 
TAX RULING 13 APPEALED 


Millionaire Did Not Raise 
Horses for Profit, Execu- 
tor Contends. 


$92,413 LOST ON FARM 


James H. Deering, executor of the 
estate of Reginald C. Vanderbilt, has 
presented to the District of Columbia 
Court of Appeals two appeals from 
rulings of the Board of Tax Appeals 
which conflict with the contentions of 
the executor that Mr. Vanderbilt raised 
blooded horses for profit and not solely 
to amuse himself. Mr. Vanderbilt died 
September 4, 1925. He owned Sandy 
Point farm at Portsmouth, R. I., where 
he raised blooded hackneys. 

Mr. Vanderbilt lost money raising 
horses, aud the claim of his executor 
that these losses should be deducted 
from taxable income was rejected by 
the Bureau of Internal Revenue and 
the Board of Tax Appeals. It appears 
from the brief filed by J. Harry Coving- 
ton and Spencer Gordon on behalf of 
Mr. Deering that in 1919 Mr.-Vander- 
bilt lost $24,975, and in 1920 lost $30,- 
449, and in 1921 lost $26,989, $92,413 
in all as a “gentleman farmer’ and 
horse breeder. 

The Board of Tax Appeals consid- 
ered that Mr. Vanderbilt raised horses 
for pleasure and declined to allow the 
deductions. 

The fact that Mr. Vanderbilt lost 
money and failed to bring his farm to 
where it would begin to pay him a 
profit should not be charged against 
him, the executor contends, because it 
is nothing unusual for a man to lose 
money before he begins to make 4 
profit. 

The raising of horses was strictly a 
business proposition with Mr. Vander- 
bilt, the Appellate Court was told, and 
the farm at Sandy Point was operated 
on virtually the same business prin- 
ciples as are similar establishments 
whose status has been passed upon by 
the board in favor of the owners with 
regard to deductions for losses. 


Naturalization Given, 
Despite Dry Charges 


The Bureau of Naturalization yester- 
day lost its fight in the District Su- 
preme Court to prevent naturalization 
of an alien who had been convicted of 
violating the prohibition laws. 

Justice James F. Smith overruled 
objections presented by Examiner Sam- 
uel Jacobs against the issuance of final 
citizenship papers to Robert de Fran- 
cis, an Italian, of 636 Otis place north- 
west. It was charged that De Francis 
had been arrested six times on liquor 
charges. Jacobs contended that this 
record showed De Francis did not have 
the proper regard for the Constitution 
but Justice Smith followed the ruling 
of other Federal courts, which have 
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held that such offenses do not involve 
turpitude. Examiner Jacobs 
noted an appeal. 


Dawes’ Cousin, Sought, 
Found Resting atHome 


While police were searching yesterday 
afternoon for Mitchell Dawes, 75 years 
old, cousin of Vice President Charles 
Dawes, he was resting comfortably in 
his apartment at the Cathedral Man- 
sions. 

Dawes went downtown yesterday with 
his wife and friends. They became 
separated and Mrs. Dawes, fearing that 
her husband was lost, asked police to 
search for him. His description was 
flashed to every police precinct in the 
city. When Mrs. Dawes arrived home 
she found her husband waiting there 
He explained that he had become tired 
and boarded a street car. 


Poles Painted Orange 
To Aid Bolling Fliers 


Experience having demonstratd that 
in foggy weather orange color shows 
better than black and white, all tow- 
ers and flag poles bordering Bolling 
Field have been painted orange, white 
and black. 

This was done in compliance with 
recommendations of an interdepart- 
mental board composed of representa- 
tives from the War, Navy and Com- 
merce departments, the three-color 
combination presenting to aviators a 
particular warning under all sorts of 
weather conditions.

Even though there are no lords 
and ladies in silks and damask t¢ 
resent the impertinence, the very chair 
themselves will look crowded and ou 
of place. 


Avoid Period Furniture. 


Persons who are well versed in home 
furnishing technique consider it best 
to avoid the use of period furniture of 
a too decided type for the dining room 
Especially is this true if the house 
of the American or no period style. 

The period house of whatever dimen 
sions or pretensions dictates its own 
terms in the matter of the dining 
room as well as other furnishings 
However, even here there is a degree 
of elasticity. Persons with period 
houses should not be forced into be 
lieving that they should have Windso 
chairs and Windsor chairs alone, be 
cause of a colonial doorway. 

The ingenuity of American architects 
is producing a style which we may 
claim as our own, and designers of 
furniture are not far behind in adapt 
ing their productions to suit the popu 
lar trend. As a result there may be 
found many patterns, without claim to 
period names, which are admirably 
suited for pleasing home purposes. 

In the dining rooms of the “Home 
Beautiful” exhibit, special attentio 
will be paid to furnishings which are 
proper in every respect. 

Home lovers will find in these five 
houses ample opportunity to study and 
likewise will be able to profit by apply- 
ing many ideas suggested to their own 
homes.
